AILLS SELF BY ACCIDENT): 


Plant Will Be Rebuilt. 


— 


Brunswick, Ga., March 10.— (Special.“ 
The mammoth plant of the Yaryan 
Rosin and Naval Stores company in this 
city, the largest plant of the kind in 
existence, was practically destroyed by 
fire tonight. The fire started at 7 
o'clock and raged for three or four 
hours. The fire department was abso- 
lutely helpless before ,the spectacular 
blaze, which in a few hours wiped out 
property estimated at anywhere from 
a half million to a million dollars. 

The fire originated in a mixing tank 
under the refinery, and almost before 
the force of men could get out of the 
building a terrific explosion occurred. 
In fifteen minutes thereafter the en- 
tire plant was ablaze and explosion 
after explosion occurred, large tanks 
filled with spirits, gasoline and chemi- 
cals going high into the air. The 
flames leaped from. building. to build- 
ing, wiping out everything in their 
path and destroying all. of the valua- 
ble machinery and equipment in the 
large extractor building. 

The immense power houses and mill 
oom was burned to the ground. The 
yards were destroyed, together . with 
fifteen or twenty box cars and thou- 
sands of cords of wood: Fortunately 
the immense stock carried at the plant 
had just been reduced, therefore only 
about $25,000 in turpentine, rosin an? 
oils were on hand, all of which were 
destroyed. One hundred thousand gal- | 
lons of gasoline were destroyed in the 
various tanks. 

In finished products the stock was 
estimated to be valued at between 380, 
000 to $40,000, all of which was burned. 
A conservative estimate of the entire 
loss tonight places it at $750,000, with 
insurance in the sum of $363,000, with 
of those connected with the plant, 
however, are of the opini that the 
loss will reach a million dollars. 

James S. Brailey, Jr., general mana 
ger of the plant, stated late tonight 
that the plant would be rebuilt at 


once and that concrete buildings would }

This plant was only recently put into 
operation after litigation that extend- 
ed from the United States district 
court right on through to the supreme 
court of the United States.

Griffin, Ga. March 10.—(Special.)— 
8 G. McLendon, of Atlanta, former 
state railroad commissioner, who has 
been employed by the Griffin Board of 
Trade and city council to represent 
them before the interstate commerce 
commission in asking certain freight 
rate revisions, spoke here tonight. 

Griffin hopes to bring about a re- 
duction in freight rates from eastern 
and séaboard points to this and other 
southern cities by having the commis- 
sion do away with the compulsory 
marine insurance upon all commodities 
which now come under the compulsory 
marine insurance classification in the 
published tariffs. 

Mr. McLendon tonight explained that 
rail freight rates from eastern points 
to southern points must necessarily be 
affected by the lower rates obtainable 
in coastwise shipping, but he pointed 
out that. are now including 
in their rate, based upon water rates, 
a compulsory insurance rate which is 
in effect upon éertain commodities 
when shipped by water. This addi- 
tional charge by the railroads he de- 
clared is not only unjust, but also that 
the insurance rate upon which this ex- 
tra charge is based is exorbitant and 
unjust. 

This marine insurance rate, he said, 
is based upon tonnage and not upon 
value, and upon this basis amounts to 
about 8 cents per 100 pounds, or $1.60 
per ton. He suggested a fair rate of 
marine insurance for coastwise ship- 
ping on the Atlantic seaboard would 
be % of 1 per cent, which is the rate 
paid upon cotton going from Savan- 
nah to New York.

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NEW FACTS ABOUT POOLS. 
As a striking illustration of how we 


‘gometimes revise our views to fit circum- 


stances, attention may be called to the. fact 
that there is now under serious considera- 
tion the enactment of a federal law which 
will permit pooling agreements | with re- 
spect to foreign trade. 

The a Sherman anti-trust law was one of 
the pieces of legislation which grew out of 
the wave of radical reform that swept this 
country seme ten years ago. That law not 
only absolutely prohibits pooling agree- 
ments among industries of the same class 
in respeet to domestic trade, but makes sim- 
lar agreements “with regard to foreign trade 
equally Illegal. 

The difficult feature of the problem, sc 
far as American industries are concerned, 


is that when they go abroad they are com - 


pelled to compete not only with cheaper 
labor, but also with combinations or pools. 
which are not only permitted, but fostered, 
under the laws of the . in which soa 
reside. 

That this has ‘proven one of the great 
obstacles to the building of foreign trade 
dy American manufacturers is made clear 


from. the fact that, although there are 250, 
000 corporations in the United States, 90 


per cent of the foreign business is transact- 
ed by a score of the largest ones. It will 
appear from this that the “little fellow“ 
whom the Sherman law was designed to 


help, has been effectively eut oft from 


the foreign trade by the yery measure that 
was designed to protect him: : 

It is the smaller concern which today is 
anxious to join with other small concerns 
in order that they. may share the expense 
of foreign selling organizations and agencies. 
But they are forbidden to do this under the 
law passed primarily to prevent their being 
swallowed up.

Johnson and put the motion to 
a vote, resulting in its carriage by the 
vote of 61-32, so the minutes of the 
Johnson faction show.

Washington, March 10.—Indications 
late tonight were that the carrying out 
of President Wilson’s order that Amer- 
ican_troops re-enter Mexico to capture 
or kill Villa and his bandits would be 
left to the man on the ground, Major 
General Frederick Funston: After a 
late conference with the president, Sec- 
retary Baker announced that no inva- 
sion of Mexico in force was contem- 
plated; that the troops would be sent 
to disperse or capture the raiders, and 
would be withdrawn immediately when 
their work was done or when the de 
facto government was able to insure 
peace along the border. 
Instructions for Funston. 

Officers of the general staff began 
at once the preparation of instructions 
tor General Punston in accordance with 
this announcement. Their purport was 
not revealed. Earlier in the day Gen- 
eral Funston had suggested that the 
plans for troop movement across the 
border be kept secret. He desired to 
add the element of surprise to his 
weapons for avenging the murder of 
Americans at Columbus.

Little detailed information as to the 
immediate situation on the Mexican side 
of the border is available here.

The committee 
quickly reached the conclusion, it is 
understood, that Funston must be left 
unhampered to work out the problem 
of pursuing the bandit with whatever 
force he thinks neé¢essary and at the 
same time to secure American border 
towns and ranches against repetitions 
of the Columbus raid. 

May Sweep North Mexico. 

The committee also assembled facts 
and figures in relation to a possible 
decision to sweep the whole of north- 
ern Mexico with a military dragnet to 
catch the bandits. Such a plan, it was 
said, while certain to end the disturbed 
conditions along the border, would in- 
volve the use of treops by the tens of 
thousands instead of regiments. Fig- 
ures ag to the force the committee 
thought. necessary for operations of 


this character were not revealed. Im- 


mediately after they were submitted 
to Secretary Baker, however, the latter 
arranged his .eonference with President 
Wilson and laid the whole situation 
before the commender-in-chief. The 
president’s decision apparently is sum- 
marized in Secretary Baker's statement, 
which is as@ollows: 

“There is no intention of entering 
Mexico by force. A sufficient body of 
mobile troops will be sent in to locate 
and disperse or capture the band or 
bands that attacked Columbus. 80 
soon as the forces of the de faeto gov- 
ernment can take control of the situa- 
tion; any forces of the United States 
then remaining in Mexico will, of 
course, be withdrawn. The forces of 
the United States now on the border 
will be immediately recruited, but only 
for the purpose of safeguarding the 
territory of the United States from 
further raids.”

notorious committee came te Cuthbert, that 
one member of the prison commission was in 
Cuthbert and made inspection of the camp 
and remarked that it was one of the best 
in the state.

“The county commissioners had already 
hearu from inis most wonderful commii- 
tee, atter they had left the county, and 
was biowing 11 loudly and at mucn iengtn, 
in the notei lobby of the hotel in « nemgn- 
boring county, aud when they were neurd 
to nave been iamvasting Randolph anu ac 
the same time tnrowing fiowers, publicly. 
at the officiais of the county where tney 
were then stopping. The commussioners 
did not regard w.nis seriously, thinking, per- 
laps, that tne elfervescence was oniy for 
puspose of playing tor grandstand piauaits 
aud to be reueved, pernaps, of a super- 
ubundance of moonshine muxed with some 
Cuthbert beer. 

Ane commissioners further resent the

The 
warden called in the physician and, after 
investigation, found that the seven new 
ones were playing fox, with nothing -what- 
ever the matter with them, they undertak- 
ing a game of rest under the assurances of 
the mighty committee. The foxy ones were 
glad enough to go to work the next day.
